The bank again 
was taken over by the department 
Jan. 19, 1934, but the stockholders 
claim it is in better condition now 
and that they are willing to add 
$7,500 new capital. 


The action was brought under 


the new law passed by the last legis- 
lature by which the banking de- 
partment gives notice of its inten- 
tion to place a state bank in re- 
ceivership for insolvency and auto- 
matically takes it over unless the 
action is enjoined by a specific re- 
quest in the courts. 


This is the second attempt to stop 


receivership by this method in the 
state. The first, a Dodge county 
case, still is pending.

HOSE are very real questions dealt with by the 


statement issued by Federal Judge T. C. Mun- 


ger, after conferring with Judge J. A. Donohoe, in 
discussing the practical steps to be taken in apply- 
ing the principle of the Nebraska moratorium law. 
Unless debtor and creditor desire arbitrary action by 
the court in the settlement of differences, it will be 
necessary for them to compose conflicting interests 
through conciliation. 


That was foreordained when legislative debate 


over the moratorium was waging at the highest pitch. 
Then, it was pointed out in this column, the most 
expeditious method was to bring creditor and debtor 
together at a council table to see what could be done. 
Neither the hard-nosed creditor, greedy and grasp- 
ing, nor the debtor who thought that through a 
moratorium he might remain upon the land without 
accounting to the one to whom he owed money, had 
any use for a suggestion of conciliation. The greedy 
creditor hoped to take advantage of the time by seiz- 
ing the land he coveted. The dishonest debtor, and 
there were dishonest debtors just as there were 
brutal and unreasonable creditors, thought he might 
utilize the emergency to evade payment of what he 
owed. 


So much for generalities. 
The real question raised by the moratorium goes to 


the determination of under what conditions a debtor 
farmer may continue to occupy the land. The two 
federal judges say that in cases pending before them, 
they have come to the conclusion that the basis of 
a "reasonable rental is the sum of money or share of 
crop or both that is usually paid to a landlord in 
the vicinity." The assumption is that that "rental" 
is determined throughout the period of the mora- 
torium by price levels of farm commodities, although 
the statement does not 
say so specifically. Go- 


ing one step further, if farm prices at this present 
time are on the approximate levels of 1910, then it 
is assumed that land rentals of that period consti- 
tute a reasonable figure. 'If before the 1934 crop 
season, farm commodity prices should advance to the 
sought after goal of 1926, then it would be assumed 
that land rentals for 1926 would control. 


* * * 


»,TJT while that touches the immediate problems of 
reatal, it does not cover interest, now in default 


and delinquent, and it does not dispose of principal 
now due and unpaid. 


Even more perplexing are the questions relating 


to unpaid interest installments which be.came delin- 
quent before the moratorium 
was passed. What 


shall be done in such cases, of which there are hun- 
dreds in this state? There are instances where in- 
terest was delinquent for as long as two and three 
years in advance of the enactment of the moratorium 
law. Do they represent a continuing obligation, to 
be assumed and satisfied when and if business im- 
proves and the farmer regains prosperity? What is to 
happen in 1935 if the farmer still finds himself un- 
able to meet his obligations, and the moratorium 
statute, by virtue of which he retained and retains 
possession of his home and farm, aspires through 
lapse of the time limit set forth in the language of 
the law? 


One of the disturbing reflections in debate and dis- 


cussion bearing upon moratorium legislation is that 
thousrads have read into it what they wanted to see. 
Even in the opinion handed down by Chief Justice 
Hughes, there were two statements in apparent con- 
flict—one to the effect that the constitution must be 
read in the light of the state itself, with a warning 
that emergencies do not create power. Later, how- 
ever. Justice Hughes remarks that emergencies may 
call for the exercise of power—for the exercise of 
that authority which is inherent in the constitution 
to make for the peace and the happiness of a na- 
tion's citizenship. Still later, the chief justice in un- 
mistakable language says that interest must contin- 
ue to go on, and If an undischarged obligation, it is 
reasonable to conclude that interest on the delin- 
quent sums due will be collected under the court's 
ruling.r 


SHOULD be the concern of all citizens to clear 
up misunderstandings. 
More particularly, it 


should be the concern of both creditor and debtor 
that a fresh crisis shall not arise when the mora- 
torium law automatically dies in March. 1935. On 
that date, there will be thousands of interest pay- 
ments due. On that date, there will be thousands of 
cases where lians must be refinanced or paid in full. 


No debtor should delude himself into thinking that 


the moratorium extends a haven to him. in which 
he is not required Jo make an accounting to his 
creditors. The {.tatemrnt given out by Jucice Munccr 
says that in ca«"s of this type, t-he court may vacate 
the staying order and permit the creditor to seize 
the land, if he is disposed to do so. 


But the picture is not nearly ,M> black as may ap- 


pear on 1Jic surface. People are more undcrst-antiing 
and are more conciliatory than thry were a yrar ago. 
They are more Inclined 1r> deal fairly. The oppor- 
tunity for conciliation exists to a creator degree 
than it has in many months. Those in a position to 
know say ihat with the advent of hicher prices, and 
with the sum advanced to farmers through wheat. 
corn, and hog benefits under the allotment plan, it 
is surprising how many debtors insiM upon paying 
every cent thry owed. Tho-S? who know MV that in 
cases where generosity is merited, it 35. surprising to 
discover how crrdit'OT* willingly and ctedly come to 
the aid of their debtors. All of this bespeaks prog- 
ress to-w«rd the solution of a mess which but a year 
a«o seemed to offer no hope. And in anticipation o" 
the lact that thirteen months from now ihe mora- 
tOTlum law enacted in this state may rrpirr. ihrough 
Jaflare to re-enact 3t. fir ihrwigh possible judicial de- 
termination that. haviTvc nin from the -frjcih of 
time it ha,*, the emfrgency which warranted the use 
•f that power is over, the creditor and debtor cannot 
&r orged loo earnestly to be .akmg steps to avert any 


of a fresh cri«s anting. And the best step 


that direction is a program of conciliation. 


PHARAOH'S CURSE. 


nfHE malignant hand reaching out for those who 
I. have taken part in the exploration of the tombs 
of the Pharaohs was late in seising Albert M. Lyth- 
goe, 
a famed Egyptologist. Mr. Lythgoc died. He 


was sixty-six years old arid his death was due to 
hardening of the arteries and the brain. 


But no sooner had the spirit of life fled than the 


enterprising journalists recalled that, to liven up the 
news, he was one subjected to the curse of Pharaoh. 
They have been doing it in the cases of all explorers 
visiting the Valley of the Tombs. Lythgoe, along 
with others, visited Tut's tomb in 1923, or more than 
ten years ago, so it would appear the malignant in- 
fluence is losing its force. 


But constant repetition of the legend inspired the 


scientific director of the 
Metropolitan Museum of 


Art in New York to make an authoritative statement. 


Only six of the forty connected directly with the 


opening of the tomb have died, he declared. Two 
died of old age, two died who had 
been in poor 


health all their lives, one was a probable suicide, and 
the sixth was murdered. Tut or no Tut, people have 
been dying for a good many centuries, people have 
been ending their own lives, and people have been 
the victims of murderers. But it Is probable that we 
shall continue to hear of the 
curse of Pharaohs' 


tombs until the last man who visits them dies. 


BIRTHDAY GREETINGS. 


T 


HE messenger 
boys, the expressmen, and the 


postmen may revive their expression of Christ- 


mas, 
that they are glad for it, but glad it comes only 


once a year, when recalling President Roosevelt's 
birthday. 


Into the White House poured 
150,000 telegraphic 


greetings. The mails brought an additional 100,000 
roughly estimated, birthday cards. And the express- 
men delivered a _flood oT bundles which filled the 
executive offices and which left birthday cakes on 
every desk. 


There was in this spontaneous demonstration of 


affection something unique in America. Nothing ex- 
actly like it ever happened to any other American 
president from Washington on down. It was un- 
questionably the most convincing demonstration of 
the president's personal popularity that has been 
given. 


And in this connection, the crippled children of 


America have come in for added attention. 
Esti- 


mates of the net receipts from the birthday balls 
range from 2l-i to 4 millions, all of which will go as 
an endowment for the Warm Springs foundation. It 
is a. deserving cause and it reflects American spirit 
at its best. 


A SQUARE DEAL FOR MOTORISTS. 


a furore is being raised in several states 
over the bid made by Georgia for outside busi- 
ness in reducing the annual motor vehicle li- 


cense fee to a flat $3 and inviting car owners every- 
to buy their plates at that price. Officials elsewhere, 
particularly in the neighboring states, are perturbed 
over the prospect that a good many motorists will do 
so and operate on their Georgia licenses wherever 
they may haj>pen to live. 


Should this practice 
be resorted to on a large 


scale it will, of course, diminish the license revenue 
of the states which lose the business. Also, it would 
increase the cost of their supervisory activities to 
guard against fraudulent use of Georgia licenses and 
plates by their own people. 


Under reciprocal laws in force throughout 
the 


United States, a resident of one state is privileged to 
travel in and through any other state if he has paid 
the lawful license fee where he lives or has his prin- 
cipal business. It would require a large force of 
road patrol officers and inspectors to check every 
car carrying non-resident license plates to ascer- 
tain whether or not the owner was legally entitled to 
use them. 


However, this is not at all necessary as a means 


of check-mating Georgia's scheme to poach on* the 
reserves of her sister states. They can beat her 
game by doing what she has done, that is, by low- 
ering the license fee* on automobiles to substantially 
the same figure. It may develop that they will be 
forced to do so in order to prevent undue drains up- 
on their fee income from this source. 


Should that transpire, it will come as belated grist 


for the mill of the motoring public, which for a long 
time has felt itself being unfairly gouged by the mul- 
tiplicity of taxes on cars, accessories, repair parts, 
gasoline and oil, as well as by being charged exces- 
sive license fees and compelled to pay drivers' li- 
cense fees without receiving any material benefit or 
protection therefrom. 


Here in Nebraska there is no reason to be alarmed 


over the Georgia license innovation. Our legislature 
a year ago gave the motorists of this state a con- 
siderable measure of relief by cutting the old scale of 
license fees from $8 and S12 per private passenger 
car to $3 and $5. As to the lighter cars Nebraska is 
on a par with Georgia. Owners of heavier vehicles 
would find it hardly worth while to send to the 
southern state for their plates for the small differ- 
ence of $2 and run the risk of being called to ac- 
count later and required to pay again at home. The 
comparatively small number of Georgia cars on the 
roads here would make any machine thus identified 
quite conspicuous if used continuously in the same 
locality here. 


For states that are still charging their motorists 


sky prices for license plates, the proper answer to 
their cry of grievance against Georgia is the scrip- 
tural injunction: "Go thou and do likewise/' 


In other words, let them give their car owners a 


square deal and there will be no trouble at all. 


All in all, it would seem that Georgia is entitled to 


the thanks of automobile owners throughout the 
country for giving them a real break.

source of blood production. 
When it was found about 10 years 
ago that primary anemia of the per- 
nicious type could be cured by hav- 
ing the patient eat liver, it was dif- 
ficult at first to understand how 
this treatment operated. Then it was 
emphasized, that in cases of primary 
anemia the stomach was always as 
fault in that no stomach juice was 
secreted. The stomach wall in peo- 
ple with this disease was known to 
be so thin as to be almost trans- 
parent. 
With the idea in mind. Dr. Castle, 
in Boston, fed normal people meat, 
recovered it with a stomach tube, 
and feeding this meat, which had

impregnated 
with

stomach juices, to patients with an- 
emia, he found it worked as well as 
liver. The assumption at present, 
therefore, is that there is a sub- 
stance elaborated in the wall of the 
stomach, incorporated in the process 
of digestion into the food, which is 
carried to the liver and stored there 
and which, doled out to the blood, 
stimulates the bone marrow to pro- 
duction of red blood cells. 


Having these data at hand doctors 


began to notice that there were cer- 
tain tyues of primary anemia which 
did not respond to liver. These pa- 
tients have, as is true in pernicious 
anemia, an atrophy of the stomach 
wall and lack of stomach contents 
and reduction of their total blood 
volume. But they differ from the 
pernicious form in not clearing up 
with liver fertiinps. Castinc about

method of treating anemia with iron 
and which had Jong been unfashion- 
able, worked in them perfectly.

"Under the present system, farm- 


ers have no voice in" determining 
the amounts of loans." Thompson 
said. "They are completely in the 
dark, and their 
only recourse 
is 


through their senators, representa- 
tives or in an appeal to the farm 
credit administration itself 
"This law would give the farmer 


an attorney, just as the law pro- 
vides him an attorney if he is the 
defendant in a criminal 
case. 
It 


would avoid discontent now wide- 
spread among 
farmers by giving 


them a just .speedy and efficient 
means for furnishing additional evi- 
dence on the value of their land" 


Counsel would be appointed by the 


advice and consent of the senate, 
and would be authorized to employ 
assistants. They would not be at- 
tached to land bank staffs.

Fight Grasshoppers 


Government 
Would Expend 
$2,- 


300,000 In Eradicating Pests In 


Middle Western States. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 — (JP) — 
Representative Lemcke of Indiana 
said today the appropriations com- 
mittee of the house had approved 
an appropriation of S2,300,000 for 
grasshopoer eradication in middle 
and northwest states. Lemcke said 
he understood the appropriation had 
the endorsement of the white house 
and Director of the Budget Douglas. 


He said the committee had not 


decided whether the sum would be 
included in the first deficiency bill 
or whether the house would be 
asked 
to act immediately 
upon 


Lemcke's resolution calling for an 
appropriation of $2,354583. 
The money will be spent to spread 
poison bait in hatching regions in 
the spring, provided the appropria- 
tion receives the approval of both 
houses and is signed by the presi- 
dent. 
The states in which grasshoppers 


have inflicted the most damage in 
recent years are North and South 
Dakota.

MONEY TALK 


WITH BRITAIN 


Reactions Abroad to De- 
valuation Program Are 


Not Satisfactory. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2—(AP)— 


A series of private money talks with 
Great Britain were indicated au- 
thoritatively today to be either un- 
der way or about to begin, as offi- 
cials here investigated actions in 
London and Paris to 
determine 


their own course. 
In the intricate web of European 
governmental high finance authori- 
ties »aw possibilities that might de- 
termine the future of President 
Roosevelt's dollar program. Reac- 
tions abroad yesterday to the 40.96 
per cent devaluation and the new 
high for gold were not considered 
highly satisfactory here. 
High sources conceded the Roose- 


velt gold policy could be hampered 
by a French embargo on gold which 
would eliminate this heavy source 
of the world market supply 
and 
•simultaneously act against the ef- 
fect of America's fixed $35 an ounce 
.AWftcials watched particularly for 
movements that might affect the 
gold standard position of France 
such as continued heavy drains ol 
sold from Paris to London. 
Although some here predicted a 


heavy flew of gold into the United 
States because of the profit in- 
herent In foreign gold prices con- 
siderably below this country's $35, 
the belief was nevertheless current 
in authoritative quarter's that if 
France should go off the 
gold 
standard 
it would be because, of 


British rather than American ac- 
tivity. 
Coupled with this opinion, how- 


ever, was the view that it would be 
to London's benefit to have France 
on gold, that to keep the pound at 
around $5 it is necessary for Lon- 
don to draw on Paris for gold. 
Another alternative viewed pos- 


sible here would be for Great Brit- 
ain to wield her huge equalization 
fund in the dollar market. 
Such action might mean a cur- 


rency war between Washington and 
London which Secretary Morgen- 
thau asserts would be "costly to 
both" countries. Officials never- 
theless predicted early use of this 
nation's $2,000,000,000 fund. 
Favor Understanding.

ahead of the iike 1933 year. 


How soon the equalizing effect the buy- 


Ing of gold in Europe by American banks 
would be felt in international dollar rates 
was a matter of argument. The National 
City bank broke the ice under the new 
governmental regulations by announcing 
the shipment from London of $3.500,000 
of the mtal. The Bank of Manhattan Co. 
followed with a notice that $3,750.000 was 
also being shipped to it from the British 
metropolis. 


Some authorities believed that the prob- 


able heavy buying of gold in London by 
American bank's which expect to make a 
substantial profit or. the arbitrage, might 
keep the dollar on an even keel. 
That 


such buying may soon become unprofitable 
was shewn by the fact that bar gold In 
London 
advanced four 
shillings to 
an 


equivalent of $34.83 an ounce, based on 
the opening rate of the dollar there. 


The reductien of the rediscount rate by 


the Federal Reserve bank of New York 
from 2 to 1 ''2 per cent, the lowest ever 
established by a bank of issue, and equal- 
ing the rate which prevailed from May 
8 to October 9. 1931, was interpreted as a 
step toward revival of the capital market 
and also as an aid in stemming the return 
of Americain capital from abroad. 
Some 


bankers were not certain that these ob- 
jects would be achieved. 


The feature of the federal reserve state- 


ment for *he week ended Wednesday w-as 
an Item labeled "gold certificates on hand 
and due from the U. S. treasury." 
The 


total of this item was $3.513.884" 000 and 
represented the metal which had 
been 


officially transferred to the government. 
Loans and investments -were expanded by 
New York member banks by $417.000.000. 
a laree portion of which was represented 
by an increase in loans to brokers. Com- 
mercial loans, however, showed a com- 
fortable gain of $52.000.000.

interstate commerce commission to- 
day refused to permit railroads serv- 
ing the Mississippi valley territory 
to cancel through class freight rates 
between points in western trunk line 
territory and Mississippi valley ter- 
ritory and proportional class" rates 
to and from Ohio and Mississippi 
river crossings between the western 
trunk line territory and the south- 
east.

The board also gave a prelimi- 


nary hearing to an Elba nroject 
whose sponsors desired information 
necessary for an application for 
grant and loan for a $45,000 school 
building. 


Since 1,500 of the 
3,300 acres 


which would be involved in the 
drainage project is Omaha Indian 
land, the board directed the drain- 
age district to first get the approval 
of the Indian department in Wash- 
ington.
